I manage the field as thonir.li thoro 


were no trees—plowing, cropping, seed- 
ing to grass, mowing, pasturing, etc., 
but I do not forget my trees nor allow 
them to take care of themselves. I do 
not allow a living thing to grow under 
them—grass, weeds or grain. 


"When tlie field is plowed, the plow is 


allowed to skim lightly over the roots, 
with care not to cut many if any of 
tlicm. I am also particular to keep the 
trees well mulched with straw litter, 
either from the barn yard or straw stack; 
tlie latter is preferable, as It in not apt 
to be mixed with weed seeds, and not so 
rich as the former. Too much manure 
can be applied to fruit trees for their 
good ; but straw, entirely clean and un- 
broken, is a capital application-it a 
little lino and slightly mixed with the 
droppings of stoek as they feed on it, all 
the better. Beneath each tree, and as 
wide as the branches spread above (wid- 
er if the trees aie young) apply the clean 
straw eight to twelve inches deep—one- 
liulf or two-tliirds tins depth it the 
mulching is finer or richer, us from 
straw alack feeding. 


In tills practice, here i3 my theory for 


success In raising fruit: Plentiful 
mulching serves the tree in many ways. 
>'irst, ills a fertilizer; second, it always 
keeps tba root bed soil mellow and moist.; 
third, it operates as « sponge, by catch- 
ing and retaining tho water wliich falls 
oft-times in summer, in heavy, dashing 
showers, until it gradually 
sinks 


away beneath

hot fruiting season ; but where it seldom 
gets where turf is allowed to form - 
often and nearly almays running off, 
and not wetting half an incli deep dur- 
ing a good average shower the little

A farmer in 1'onnsylvnnia says Ilia 


lie had Ted five hogs 279 pounds of col 
and corn meal made into mush by boil 
ing, and he got 87 pound's of live weight 
A month after, they consumed Mil 
pounds of meal and gained ~a pounds 
in weight. Here is a cuso wlieio it looks 
as though it paid to raiso pork. In 
the first instance he fed a finction shoil 
of four bushels of corn, icekoning 70 
pounds to thu bushel. For this ho got 
m live pork, for each bushel fed, 21 
vonml*. In the second instance, ho fed 
">} bushels and got 7o pounds live, pork, 
or 11 pounds for each bushel of corn, 
a wide difteionce from tho first expeil- 
ment. In the last lucpuiliuuiil tho re- 
sult Is very similar to one of Loivis's 
trials. The ground cob, no doubt, aid- 
ed very much in tho digestion of tho 
meal.
